Yukio Umezu: Materials for the Distribution of Lichens in Japan (11)

Arctoparmelia centrifuga. The present spe¬ 
cies is widely distributed in boreal or 
subalpine regions in the Northern Hemis¬ 
phere. In Japan, it was reported from 
Hokkaido (Mt. Daisetsu), Honshu (Mt. Tate- 
yama in Toyama Pref. and Mt. Kinpu in 
Nagano Pref.) by Asahina under Parmelia 
centrifuga (L.) Ach. (Asahina, Lichens of 
Japan, 1952). Recently, I found this species 
at Yubiyama (a parasite cone of Mt. 
Mimata), Kusu-gun, Kyushu, where it grows 
on exposed rocks at elevation 1449 m. In the 
present area it is commonly found, being 
associated with boreal species such as 
Rhizocarpon eupetraeoides, Umbilicaria 
torrefacta and Melanelia stygia. It should be 
noted here that another alpine lichen, 
Cetraria laevigata Rassad., was also re¬ 
ported from Mt. Kuroiwa (1503 m) located 


nearby Mt. Yubiyama. (Y. Umezu, Lichen 
7: 2, 1989).
